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MORSE SHIFTS BLAME 
FOR BANK VIOLATIONS 


Says on tho Stand He Left All the 
Details of Management to 
President Curtis. 


KNEW LITTLE OF BANKING 


His Own Attention Was Taken Up 
Entirely with His Outside Inter- 
ests—Repudiated Whiting Loan. 


Charles W. Morse took the stand yes- 
terday in his own defense, at the con- 
clusion of the tesfimony in favor of Al- 
fread H. Curtis, in their trial before the 


criminal branch of the United States 
Cireuit Court for alleged infringement 
of the National bank laws. Mr. Morse 
aid not go far in his testimony, but it 
was clear that he will try to shift the 
responsibility of the technical violations 
@f the law to Mr. Curtis’s shoulders. 

He protested that he was not a prac- 
tical banker, and that he rarely looked 
@t any of the books of the National 
Bank of North America other than the 
@aily statement. He admitted that he 
was deeply interested in outside enter- 
prises. The division between the. two 
defendants was emphasized by Mr. 
Morse’s testimony. Earlier in the day it 
had come out that Mr. Morse repudiated 
the $40,000 loan made to him by the bank 
on Oct. 14, 1907, to take up the Whiting 
Joan, and directed that the collateral car- 
ried against it should be devoted to the 
pettiement of his other obligations to the 
“bank. 

Mr, Morse was examined by Mr. Mac- 
Farlane of his counsel, and began his 
testimony by stating that he was inter- 
ested in the old State Bank of New York 
and helped toward its consolidation with 
the National Bank of North America. 

“Were you ever employed in the 
hhank?* asked Mr. MacFarlane. 

“Never.” 

"Have you ever had any experience of 
fhe routine of banks?” 

“Never.” 

“Would you call yourself an experil- 
enced banker?’’ 

**'No, I was never a salaried officer, and 
my familiarity with the loans of the Na- 
tional Bank of North America has been 
pbnly as a Director.” 


Kuew Little of Bank’s Affairs. 


The witness said that in December, 1905, 
he controlled from 30 to 40 per cent. of 
the stock of the bank. He was, however, 
engaged in outside enterprises, which took 
up elmost all his attention. 

“So you had no familiarity with the 
general bookkeeping system, but relied on 
the officers for the conduct of the rou- 
tine? * 

“J 4ia.* 

“What bank documents did you exam- 
ine?”’ 

“IT used to look at the daily statement, 
and perhaps examined the loan sheet two 
or three times a vear. I never looked at 
the journals or ledgers,” 

Mr. Morse said that the details of his 
private business were left to Miss K. A. 
Wilson and Arthur Braun. It was Miss 
Wilson’s duty to sign notes for him to 
keep his account ‘‘good,’’ when it was 
necessary. Z 

Passing to the /history of the American 
Ice Securities Company, the witness de- 
ascribed how it was formed in°1905 to take 
over the stock of the operating concern, 
the American Ice Company, and how the 
securities were reduced from over $40,- 
000,000 to under $19,000,000, He pointed out 
that Col. R. M. Thompson and Charles T. 
Barney as well as himself were Directors 
of both the bank and the American Ice 
Securities Company. 

Taking up the John F. Carroll and 
Whiting loans, which have formed the 
backbone of the Government’s case, hw 
said: 

“TI know that these were mine, but I 
can’t remember the details of the trans- 
actions without looking up the records.” 

The records in evidence were put be- 
fore him, and he gave the same account 
of the closing out of the Carroll loan 
on Dec. 8 1905, that Mr. Curtis did. He 
@eclared that he thought he had car- 
ried the Ice for Carroll long enough, and 
would make a new loan for the profit 
of the bank. 

This led to the making of the first 
Davison-Brown loan, on which the bank 
made a profit. Mr. Morse was asked 
to explain the connection hetween it and 
the second Davison-Brown loan, in whicu 
Mrs, K. Gelshenen was the beneficiary. 

“The same shares of Ice were used in 
both loans,”’ he said. “I used to at- 
tend to Mrs. Gelshenen’s business affairs 
fm great part. She sent me $25,000 to 
tnmeke an investment in Ice for her," 

Mr. MacFarlane then put in evidence a 
fetter from Mrs. Gelshenen to Mr. Morse, 
remarking as he did so: 

*“As frequently happens with 
fetters, it bears no date.” 

This was the letter: 


Dear Mr. Morse: Inclosed is my check for 
$25,000 for Ice stock. Will you let me know 
if there is anything else I am to do or to 
pay? You know what a poor business wo- 
man Iam, Yours sincerely, 

K. GELSHENEN. 


The court broke in to Ask whether Mr. 
Morse had not paid the profit on the first 
Davison-Brown loan to the bank “in ac- 
cordance with your agreement.” ‘ 

Mr. MacFarlane objected to the use of 
the word “ agreement”’ and Judge Hough 
‘withdrew the question.

He denied that 
this promise was given when the Davison- 
Brown and Whiting transactions began, 
and was sure ‘that he had first spoken 
of it when he bought Ice stock for Mr,

ROCKEFELLER FOR TAFT. 


“Not a Man to Venture with Rash Ex- 
periments" or Impede Prosperity. 
A statement from John D. Rockefeller 

telling the public that he intends to vote 

for Taft for President next Tuesday, why 
he will do. so, and why he thinks Mr. 

Taft should be elected was sent out last 

night from the Standard Oil Company's 

office, at 26 Broadway. 

It is unusual for Mr. Rockefeller to 
make known in advance which side he 
favors in a political contest, and for this 


reason the statement aroused a great dea) 
of interest. It was read with more in- 
terest, also, because it made known that 
Mr. Rockefeller visited his office in the 
Standafd Oil Building yesterday. He said 
in his reminiscences recently that he had 
been there only once in fourteen years. 

Here is the statement, as given out by 
the Standard Oi} officials: 

“Oct. 29, 1908. 

“Mr. John D. Rockefeller was found 
this afternoon at his office on the four- 
teenth floor of No. 26 Broadway, which 
he was visiting after a long absence, and 
consented to talk upon the Presidential 
situation. He seemed in good health and 
condition and spoke as follows: 


“It seems to me at this time, when the 
question is put directly to any American 
citizen which candidate he will! support 
by his vote for the Presidency, he should 
be manly enough to answer it just as di- 
rectly. I therefore say that I expect to cast 
my vote for William H. Taft. 

“If for no other reason, I support Mr. 
Taft because on comparing him personally 
with Mr. Bryan, his chief opponent, I find 
the balance of fitness and temperament en- 
tirely on his side. The election of Mr. Taft 
will, I believe, make for law and order 
and stability of business. He is not a man 
I judge to adventure with rash experiments 
or to impede a return to prosperity by advo- 
cating measures subversive of industrial 
progress. 

“The question of candidates seems to me 
peculiarly @ personal one in this cam- 
paign, as the leading orators on both sides 
have not succeeded in drawing party lines, 
as based on platforms, with any great clear- 
ness. I do, however, support the general 
Republican position on the tariff and the 
currency. I have always been a Repub- 
lican. 

“*I feel the more impelled to answer this 
question because it cannot be said that the 
present Administration has in any way 
whatever favored the special interest to 
which my Mfe nas been devoted. That, 
however, does not excuse me from pub- 
Mshing my opinion and doing what I con- 
sider my duty as a citizen,’’ 


Nothing was added to this statement 
to indicate why Mr. Rockefeller had de- 
parted from his custom in making his 
political views public, 


HOME BUYER WAS A ROBBER. 


Attacked Woman While Inspecting 
House and Took Her Diamonds,

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Oct. 29.— 
Gaining admission to the home of Ebon 
Adams, at 185 Elm Avenue, New Rochelle, 
to-day, under the pretense of being a 
Progpective purchaser, a highwayman 
seized Mrs. Adams by the throat, and 
after choking her, thrust a revolver in 
her face and demanded her diamond ear- 
rings. After getting the earrings the 
robber ran from the nouse without walt- 
ing to take any other plunder. 

The same man visited the real estate 
office of J. ‘Howell Price in Lawton 
Street, New Rochelle, on wronday, and 
said he wanted to buy a country seat 
costing about $10,000. He gave his name 
as J. G. Costello of Woodbury, N. J. He 
said his mother would furnish the money. 
Several places were visited, among them 
being the Adams villa. He seemed greatly 
pleased with the house, and suggested 
building a granite garage as soon as ie 
got possession of it. 

“Before deciding,”” he added, “I will 
bring my mother up to look at the place 
on the first clear day.” 

When the man appeared to-day Mrs. 
Adams, who is 55 years old, was alone. 

“As the weather is bad," said he, “I 
couldn't bring my mother, but she will 
do as I say. I would like to look over 
the house again, especially the bedrooms.” 

Mrs. Adams led the stranger to the 
second floor. The moment she reached 
her own room the robber attacked her. 

“Don’t make an outcry,” he said, his 
revolver close to her head. “ Take off 
your earrings and ve them to me. If 
you don’t I will kill you.” 

Terrorized, Mrs. Adams obeyed. Then 


she fell in a faint as the robber ran out 
of the house. 

When she revived she called up Capt. 
Timmons at Police Headquarters, and 
three policemen were sent to lock for the 
robber, but he managed to get away. The 
earrings were worth about $50.

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BRANDENBURG FACES 
FRESH ‘TESTIMONY 


Vendor of the Cleveland Article 
Wrote It, . Stenographers 
Who Copied It Swear. 


THEY SAW HIM FINISH IT 


This on Aug. 10—First Part of the MS. 
in Hig Writing, Too—His Coun- 
sel Promises Statement. 


Broughton Brandenburg, who has been 
indicted here on a charge of» lar- 
ceny in the second degree in connection 
with the sale of the disputed Cleveland 
letter to THe New YorK TIMES, was 
brought back yesterday from Dayton, 
Ohio, where he had been arrested. He 
waived extradition, and Detective Fitz- 
simmons of the District Attorney’s office 
brought him from Ohio. 

Brandenburg was taken immediately to 
Headquarters, where he was photographed 
and measured and afterward lined up 
with a score of others to be inspected by 
the detectives. When Inspector McCaf- 
ferty called him forward, he said: 

“This man is accused of selling an ar- 
ticle to TH# NEw York Timps purporting 
to have been written by the late Grover 
Cleveland.”’ 

Later Brandenburg was taken before 
Judge Foster in General Sessions, where 
he pleaded not guilty to the charge. Bail 
was fixed at $1,500, which was supplied 
through Brandenburg’s counsel, Joseph 
M. Williams, by the American Bonding 
Company of Baltimore. 


Counsel Ready to Tell. 


Last night Mr. Williams issued this 
statement: 

“The authenticity of the Cleveland let- 
ter ts held to have an important bearing 
on the campaign, and the American peo- 
ple are entitled to know all the facts 
available as long before election day as 
possible. Mr. Brandenburg’s indictment 
and arrest have sent the impression broad- 
cast that the article is not authentic. 
This is wrong. It means only that suffi- 
cient doubt has been raised to compel 
him to prove that it is genuine. This he 
will do in two sorts of courts—the court 
of public opinion and a court/of law. The 
one must be tried at once and the other 
in due course. 

“His attitude is that his personal vin- 
dication is secondary and of minor im- 
portance compared with the establishment 
of Mr. Cleveland’s utterances. Scores of 
persons offer evidence that Mr. Cleveland 
held the very opinions expressed. Nearly 
every person who knows the ful) facts is 
convinced that Mr. Cleveland wrote the 
article. The ground for denying it has 
never been made public. Not one scintilla 
of evidence against the article, or Mr. 
Brandenburg, has ever been advanced 
openly. We have no conception what tle 
grounds for the indictment can be, save 
opinion and ex-parte statements, and Mr. 
Brandenburg’s most important witnesses 
never reached the Grand Jury room. 


“Our first move will be to place this 
adverse evidence in absolute fairness be- 
fore the public, flanked with the sub- 
stantiations we have to offer. The pub- 
lic can then judge and act accordingly. 
It is time for all politics to be eliminated 
from this case. Thus far District At- 
torney Jerome has shown a high degree 
of fairness, though the treatment ac- 
corded to Mr. Brandenburg by Inspector 
McCafferty yesterday at Police Head- 
quarters was outrageous. 

“TI hope to make a highly important 
statement within forty-eight hours. We 
have a number of letters and documents 
which show an interesting state of affairs 
in the background of this movement.” 

The New York World ‘will print this 
morning affidavits by Miss L. M. Bacon 
and Miss Madeline Fearon, stenographers, 
who say that they did the typewriting of 
the disputed Cleveland article for Mr. 
Brandenburg on Aug. 10 last, three weeks 
before its publication in THmp Timms, and, 
of course, several weeks after Mr. Cleve- 
land's death, 


Stenographer’s Statement, 


The affidavit of Miss Bacon says: 
State of New York, County and City of New 
York, 

L. M. Bacon, being duly sworn, says: I 
reside in the City of New York, and my 
place of business is at No. 47 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, where I have been located 
since March, 1908. 

On Aug. 10, 1908, Broughton Brandenburg, 
known to me as a writer of magazine 
articles, came to my office at No. 47 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, and said he had some 
manuscript which he wished to have type- 
written. He ordered two carbon copies in 
addition to the original copy. When fin- 
ished the article made nine pages, or a total 
of about 3,000 words, To the best of my 
memory it was practically all in Mr, Brand- 
enburg’s handwriting. Although this was 
the first work I had ever done for Mr. 
Brandenburg, the handwriting was the same 
ag that used in subsequent manuscript which 
I had typewritten for him. I did numerous 
pieces of work for Mr, Brandenburg during 
August and early in October, the last order 
being filled on Oct. 8, 1908. 


Furthermore, when I began typewrtting 
the manuscript, which I afterward recog- 
nized as an article entitled ‘‘ Grover Cleve- 
land on the Campaign and His Prophecy of 
Its Result,"’ published in THE New Yorke 
Times of Sunday, Aug. 80, 1008, Mr. Bran- 
denburg had not finished writing it, but he 
completed the article seated at my roll- 
top desk while I was typewriting the first 
portion. 

Mr. Brandenberg came over to me several 
timer, read passages of the article to me, 
and asked if I aid not think they were in 
Mr. Cleveland’s best style. He also asked me 
if I did not think that the article would sell

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COUNTRY BANKS WANT CASH. 


Bryan’s Guarantee Plan Blamed for 
Withdrawal of Deposits. 


Some of the large Wall Street banks 
having country correspondents in this 
and other States have noted a demand 
for currency by some of their rural con- 
nections, which has caused some sur- 
prise because of the apparent lack of 
any reason for such a demand. Com- 
munications which have recently come to 
some of the banks show that in some 
cases at least it is due to the agitation 
for the guarantee bank deposits. This 
letter, received by one of the largest New 
York City banks from a correspondent in 
the upper part of New York State, shows 
the attitude of the banks toward the 
guarantee plan: 

We have been obliged to draw down our 
balance with your bank for the reason that 
we have recently been in meed of con- 
siderable cash, as you have noticed in our 
requests for currency.. We attribute this 
need of cash on our part to the speeches of 
political parties about guaranteeing bank 
deposits, which We believe hurts us. We 
hope these speeches will soon come to an 
end, This agitation has already resulted in 
the withdrawal of $25,000 from the banks 
in this locality by people who are hoarding 
the money. I expect that with election over 
there will be a change for the better. 


Bankers who have received this and 
other. similar requests for cash from their 
country correspondents are in a quan- 
dary as to the point of view of those who 
have been hoarding cash because of the 
Proposal advocated by the Democratic 
Party for the guaranteeing of bank de- 
posits, Whether these withdrawals are 
based on fears on the part of the de- 
positors in the banks that it is unsafe 
to leave their money in banks in which 
these deposits are not guaranteed, or on 
the fear that the bank guarantee proposal 
may be put into effect is the point on 
which banks here lack gag 

It is regarded, however, in banking 
circles as a curious Outcome of the agita- 
tion for the guaranteeing of bank de- 
posits .that depositors should withdraw 
their money from the banks. 


TELLS OF $10,000 RUEF BRIBE 


E. A. &. Blake, Convicted, Confesses 
Sum Was Offered Him to Keep Quiet. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2¥.—With sen- 
tence about to be passed upon him E. 
A. 8. Blake, a contractor, convicted of 
attempting to bribe John M, Kelly to 
qualify on the jury to try Abraham Ruef 
and vote for Ruef's acquittal, made a 
full confession in court to-day. 

Blake said that after he was arrested 
on a charge of bribery Frank J. Mur- 
phy, Ruef's associate counsel, came to 
him and promised him $10,000 if he would 
keep quiet. He said that notes for $10,- 
000, purporting to be signed by Ruef, were 
delivered to a third party, to be paid to 
Blake immediately after he was sen- 
tenced if he were conyieted of bribery. 
Besides this amount, Blake deciared, his 
wife was to receive $100 a month while 
he was in the penitentiary. 

When. Blake was called on to-day to rise 
and receive sentence his wife cried: ‘* No, 
not that!’’ and began to cry hysterically. 
She was led from the room. 

After he had been sworn and had stated 
that he had not been promised immunity, 
Blake said he had been offered $1,000 by 
Attorneys A. 8, Newburgh and F. J, Mur- 
phy of Ruef's counsel to influence J. M. 
Kelly, a prospective juror, to vote for the 
acquittal of Ruef. He at first offered 
Kelly $500, which was refused, he said, 
but an offer of $1,000 was accepted. 

It was then brought out in allegations 
that Newburgh had obtained attorneys 
for Biake’s defense. Blake then told of 
the alleged offer of $10,000 and provision 


for his wife while he was in prison if 
he would not make a confession, The 
story told by Blake created consternation 
in court, and the case was continued for 
two weeks. 

In the courtroom of Judge Lawlor, just 
across the corridor, where attorneys were 
in the third month of an attempt to get 
a jury to try Abraham Ruef and had 
just passed the twelfth man, the news 
of Blake's confession caused consterna- 
tion to the defense. Ruef paled visibly, 
but otherwise showed no emotion, and 
immediately engaged in a whispered con- 
versation with his attorneys, Henry Ach 
and Thomas B. Dozier. 


DIE IN ERICSSON’S SHOP. 


Men Overcome by Celluloid 
Fumes—Third Badly Burned. 


Overcome by the fumes of burning cel- 
luloid, two men were burned to death in 
a small fire at 164 Duane Street early last 
night, while struggling to get out of the 
basement of that building. A third man, 
who had been with the two others in the 
basement, when the fire started, was 
badly burned. The basement in which the 
men were killed is said to have once been 
the workshop of John Ericsson, the in- 
ventor of the monitor. 

The dead men are Henry Jones of 114 
East Twenty-sixth Street, and David 


Mahoney, 18 years old, of 8 Manhasset 
Place, Brooklyn. William Settgast of 8&3 
North Henry Street, Greenpoint, L. I., 
was the man who was badly burned. In 
spite of his injuries, Settgast walked to 
the Hudson Street Hospital, where it was 
said he would probably recover. 

All three men were employes of Still- 
man & Engel, manufacturers of celluloid 
novelties. he men were at work in the 
midst of some barrels of waste clippings 
of that materiai In the basement. One of 
them carelessly dropped a burning match 
into one of the barrels and instantly the 
celluloid flamed up and the basement was 
filled with a dense smoke. 

An alarm was turned in by a passerby 
and soon after the firemen arrived they 
had the fire under control. The loss is 
estimated at $5,000.

When he regained consciousness, he 
says, he was in a hospital in Johnstown, 
with both hands amputated. He says that 
he was struck by a member of the Black 
Hand, and that while he was unéonscious 
both his hands were cut off in revenge 
for his betrayal or the band.

D. Archbold, and written from 26 Broad- 
way. When the letter heading was read 
the throng which crowded the hall 
laughed derisively. ' 

Mr. Hearst lifted his hand to command 
silence. . 

“These are quite mild-ones,"” he said, 
smili broadly. 

Mr. Hearst used ‘all of his documents 
and arguments to prove that the Demo- 
cratic Party had no love-Yor organized 
labor. Mr. Hearst was warmly greeted 
on his arrival, the cheering continuing 
fully ten minutes.

Standard Oil Has Never Asked Favors 
from Judges, He Writes. 


John D, Archbold, Vice President of the 
Standard Oil Company, has written to 
The Evening Post under date of Oct, 28 
criticising that newspaper for having edi- 


torially commented on ‘the whitewash- 
ing of the Standard Oil Company ‘after 
the Archbold letters.’ ”’ 

In the editorial referred to The Evening 
Post spoke of the efforts having been 
made by the Standard Oil Company to 
obtain legislation in an underhand man- 
ner. Mr. Archbold “ emphatically” de- 
nies this, and adds: 

Regarding the matter that it resents most, 

I would say that the Standard Oil Company 

has had no reason at any time to doubt 

the capacity and honesty of the judiciary, 

State or Federal, and has never asked 

favors of any Judges anywhere outside the 

plain practice of the law. Any letters I 

may have written urging this lawyer or 

that for a Judgeship have been governed 
wholly by a sense of fitness, and in most 
instances were part of that concurrent 

movement whereby many believers in a 

man’s capacity unite.in representations to 

the appointing power. Nothing beyond the 
fact that the letters were stolen dis- 
tinguishes them from letters that business 
men feel called on to write every business 
day in the year, 

As to the ‘influencing of legislation,"’ 
let me say that when the entire record has 
been read, it will-be found that all the 
Standard Oil Company’s efforts in matters 
legislative have been against hasty, ill- 
digested, and predatory legislation, inspired 
by interested antagonists or shaped by 
thoughtless demagogues. And these efforts 
of ours have been directed through many 
channels as public and above-board as any 
other corporation's efforts, and not con- 
fined, as would be implied, to a single “ 
sheet in a letter book. To hold any other 
view is to ignore the patent facts and do a 
palpable injustice. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany has never opposed legislation honestly 
offered and insuring a fair deal to all con- 
cerned, but it has opposed and will oppose 
the nameless ‘strike’ bills and anar- 
chistic devices, which aim unfair blows at 
its Interests, 

Lastly, as to campaign contributions by 
corporations, These, it may be broadly 
sald, were always solicited. How much 
these contributions from corporations and 
business firms, as well aa indtviduals, were 
relied, on by. all parties is the commonplace 
of our political history for forty years, none 
being better aware of it than The Evening 
Post, The records of the political commit- 
tees would show this fact a thousand times 
over. Why, then, make it a matter purely 
for the Standard Oil Company? Is it he- 
cause its letterbooks have been overhauled 
by thieves, and a letter here or there torn 
from its context without its explanation?

Financial houses have been conducting 
| canvasses of business and political condi- 
tions through the country recently with 
an idea of forming a pre-election estimate 
of the probable outcome of the voting on 
Tuesday, and of the bearing the election 
will have on business conditions. 

One of the most extensive of these 
canvasses has been conducted by J. 8S. 
Bache & Co., who have received a thou- 
sand or more replies to a letter of inquiry 
on these points recently sent out by them. 
The firm’s purpose was to obtain ac- 
curate information regarding the drift of 
opinion on the business outlook in all sec- 
tions of the country. 

The general opinion expressed in the 
replies received by the fjrm was that Taft 
was certain of election, and that his suc- 
cess would mean a continuance of the 
improvement in general business condi- 
tions. Even in the replies from those 
who favored the Democratic candidate the 
admission was freely made in many cases 
that his election might temporarily disturb 
business, but that the change would be 
worth while, nevertheless. 

Some took the view that the election of 
the Republican candidate would result in 
tariff revision, while Mr. Bryan's suc- 
cess would mean a deadlock between him- 
self and Congress on the question of the 
tariff. Some expressed their decision to 
vote for Mr. Bryan on this ground. 

A member of a banking house of Wash- 
ington, D. C., wrote: 

The consensus of opinion among Govern- 
ment employes who retain their voting resi- 
dence at home is that Mr. Taft will be elect- 
ed. Perhaps ie is a wish father to the 
thought, as 14fnd a great many people out- 
side of the Government service who are of 
the opinion that the election of Mr. Taft 
means the continuation of the Roosevelt 
policies, and you know what those policies 
are and what they mean to the country—a 
continued attack on corporate’ and indus- 
trial interests. 

These’ same people think the election of 
Mr. Bryan, while it may for a time disturb 
financia] interests and industrial enterprises, 
will in the end benefit the entire country.

Upward of 100,000 .Men to be 
Reviewed by Root and Sher- 
man To-morrow. 


TO MARCH RAIN OR SHINE 


Parade Will Consist of 43 Divisions 
Under Command of Rear Admiral 
Coghlan as Grand Marshal. 


Practically all arrangements have been 
completed for the Taft and Sherman pa- 
rade that will take place to-morrow, and, 
barring rainy ‘weather, the number of 
'men in line will be about 100,000. The 
affair bids fair to be the largest of its 
kind ever held in this city. Even rain 
will not stop the parade, though it is ex- 
pected that inclement weather may reduce 
the representation of several of the clubs 
which are to take part. 

There will be forty-three divisions in 
line, according to the present schedule, 
and the march will be begun about 10 in 
the morning. From 11 o’clock on until 6 
in the evening, and perhaps later, a con- 
tinuous line of men will pass in review 
before Secretary Elihu Root and Congress- 
!man James 8. Sherman, the Republican 
| Vice Presidential candidate. . The review- 
ing stand has already been built in front 
lof Worth Monument, facing Madison 
Square. 

According to orders issued by Grand 
Marshal, Rear Admiral J. B. Coghlan, re- 
tired, the staff and escort will assemble 
| dt 85 Pine Street at 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning. The right of the main column 
‘of the parade is to form in Worth Street, 
‘west of Broadway, and will move at 10 
|; o'clock sharp, rain or shine. The Grand 
Marshal’s order reads: 


There will be no postponement on account 
of unfavorable weather. In case of rain, the 
numbers in the parade will be more or less 
reduced, and organizations will hold them- 
selves in readiness to move at an earlier 
hour than designated in this order. Any 
change will be communicated by the alds of 
the Grand Marshal. 


i ch organization which is to take part 
will march as a unit, and each will have 
/its own marshal, who will wear a blue 
sash. The distance between organiza- 
tions is to be kept at not more than eight 
paces, so there wilt be no gaps. The 
marchers will be sixteen abreast and each 
company will be commanded by a Captain. 

The first brigade to move will be the 
Wholesale Drygoods Republican Club, 
which will start up Broadway directly be- 
hind the Grand Marshal at 10 o'clock. 
The last to start will be the Bathhouse 
Men’s Taft and Sherman Club, which 1s 
designated to start from East Fourth 
Street at 5 o’clock. Between those two 
hours, every few minutes a new brigade 
will fall in line, 

Owing to the great number of men who 
are to take part, the dismissal arrange- 
ments have had to be very carefully made.

Big Meeting There After Day of Cam- 
paigning in the Adirondacks. 


ALBANY, Oct. 29.—After a day of act- 
ive campaigning through the Adirondack 
mountains in Warren County, James 8.

TICKET HOLDERS SHUT OUT

Hundreds Roughly Turned Back and 
Told Place Was Full When It 
Was Half Empty. 


President Herbert Parsons of the Re- 
publican County Committee wrote to 
Police Commissioner Bingham yesterday 
asking him to institute an investigation 
into the conduct gf the police on duty 
at the Madison Square Garden during 
the big Republican rally there on 
Wednesday night. 

The letter was prompted by complaints 
that have reached President Parsons by 
the hundreds from bona@ fide ticket hold- 
ers who, as told in THE New YorK 
TIMES yesterday, were turned away by 
the police on duty in the streets leading 
to the Garden, on the plea that there 
were no seats for them at a time when 
the Garden was not half filled. 

The Republican National Committee: 
received complaints characterizing as| 
stupid and in some instances insulting 
the attitude the police forming lines 
about the Garden assumed toward per- 
sons who displayed the little cardboards 
which should have admitted them both 
through the police lines and the Garden 
doors until 7:45 In the evening. Women 
fared as badly as did the men. 

Mr. Parsons said that he had not suffi- 
client information to enable him to form | 
an opinion whether the conduct of os 
police was due to any hint that Tam- 
many Hall would be pleased if the Gar- 
den meeting turned out to be a complete 
failure with many vacant seats. 

Turned Hundreds Away. 


“ But if they had acted on such instruc- 
tions,’’ said Mr. Parsons, ‘‘ they could not 
possibly have done any more than they 
did to achieve the purpose until their 
conduct was discovered and @ stop put to 
the practices.” 

According to information which reached 
the Republican National Committee and 
was communicated to Mr. Parsons, some 
of the ticket holders managed to slip into 
the Garden after paying for the privilege. 
One report which reached the Republican 
National Committee was to the effect 
that ushers employed by the management 


jhad informed ticket holders that while 
S80 when you are told that tickets were no good, if they were willing 


to pay something, the matter could be ar- 
ranged. One man was accompanied by 
two women, and it was not until he had 
paid $1.50 that he was admitted with his 
two companions. 

“TI am much distressed,” said President 
Parsons, “‘ to learn that box and reserved 
seat holders were unable to get into the 
Garden. I have written to the Police Com- 
missioner asking him to institute an in- 
vestigagion. I hope that any who suf- 
fered Will write me, giving in detail their 
experiences.” 

Senior Inspector Cortright had charge 
of the police arrangements in and about 
the Garden. There were about 500 po- 
licemen'on duty in the Garden and the} 
streets leading to it. It was long before 
7 o’clock—when the Garden was,not half 
filled—that the policemen in West Twen- 


ty-seventh Street turned back all the 

cket holders who, on the strength of 
their admission cards, should have occu- 
pied reserved seats in the arena, 

In every instance they were told that 
their tickets were no good. In the mean- 
time ticket speculators were peddling 
tickets in the vicinity of the Garden. 
These tickets in many instances were 
recognized, and it was noticed also that 
persons who had no tickets at all were 
not only let through the lice lines, but 
were escorted to the Garden entrance. 


The Trick Defeated. 


Tt is estimated from the complaints that 
at least 1,000 persons must have been 
turned away by the police without any ap- 
parent reason. The Garden remained only 
half filled in the meantime, and some of 


the Republican leaders were beginning to 
feel concern regarding the success of 
the meeting. It was not until Republican 
State Chairman Woodruff, accompanied 
by Cornelius N. Bliss and Senator De- 
pew, had been told by the police that 
there was no room for them in the Gar- 
den that the managers of the meeting 
had the conduct of the police called to 
their attention, &nd interfered, with the 
result that ticket holders who came later 
were admitted whtil the Garden was filled. 

Some persons who paid $1 for the priv- 
ilege of occupying a box at the meeting 
were turned away. Carriage after car- 
riage was refused passage through the 
police lines.

woman lying apparently. dead. Dr. Mc- 
Carthy, from St. Vincent’s Hospital, re- 
suscitated her, and found that, beyond 
suffering from shock, which had rendered 
her senseless, she was little the worse 
for the experience. 

Faecco is a prosperous Italian, owning 
a second butcher’s shop at 1344 Thomp- 
60n Street, where he was when his Prince 
Street shop was d ted. He told the 
police afterward that he had received 
two Black Hand letters about a year 
ago, threstening him with death unless 
he paid $500.. He had ignored the letters 
he said, but he decided last t that 
the explosion must have been the work 
of his enemies.

Mr. Sells testified that he was Mrs. 
Gould’s second cousin, besides which a 
second -cousin of his married a second 
cousin of Mr. Gould, “‘ whatever that re- 
lationship is,” he added. He said he had 
known Mrs. Gould since her girlhood, and 
her husband for about twelve years. He 
was one of the witnesses at their mar- 
riage.

Mr, Sells was then questioned about a 
theatre party he gave in Brooklyn in 
September, 1906, at a play in which Dustin 
Farnum was acting. He said Mrs. Gould | 
was one of the party, and that after the 
theatre they took Mr. Farnum in their | 
automobile to Manhattan, and all had 
supper together at Martin's. On another 
occasion, he said, he saw Farnum at the 
St. Regis.

LEAP FROM WINDOWS AT FIRE. 


Girls Panic-stricken by Sight of Burst- 
ing Fire Hose—Eight Injured. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 29.—Panic that 
was increased by the sight of bursting 
fire hose caused several girl employes of 
offices in the eleven-story Neave Building, 
at Fourth and Race Streets, to leap from 
the windows, at least eight of them being 
hurt, séveral seriously, while one of the 
firemen was ‘also badly injured, 

The fire started on the sixth floor, the 
flames soon bursting from the windows, 
Five times the hose burst, and this sig 
added to the panic of the girls who had 
appeared at the windows, and as high as 
the eighth floor many of them could be 


the firemen arrived. 

Miss Loulse Boutte, a dressmaker em- 
ployed on the tenth floor, leaped from a 
window on that floor to an adjoining 
= on the fifth floor level and was badly 
nurt. 

The fire started in the offices of the 
Pittsburg Calcium Light Company on tho 
fourth floor, spreading quickly to the of- 
fices of the Pattern Makers' 
the flames and smoke poured out of the 
windows of the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
floors many of the girls employed in the 
building appeared at the windows and 
secmed about tojump. Anumber threw coats 
out and then crawled out on the broad 
window ledges, where they lay flat while 
the flames burst through the windows 
scorching the crouching women. At leas 
ten suffered painful injuries in this man- 
ner, 

Herole work on the part of the firemen 
brought the fire under control within a 
few minutes.

Clergyman Denies at a Dinnar} 


That He Quit Crime So-.

HAS OTHER SIMILAR WORK

The Rev, Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, for 
more than seventeen years President of

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GOV. HUGHES. 

If not the most conspicuous figure, 
Gov. HuGuHes is at least one of the most 
conspicuous figures in the country to- 
day. He shares that distinction with 
President Rooseve.tt, Mr. Tart, and 
Mr. Bryan, and stands upon a plane 
with them. Hjs sincerity, his straight- 

_ forwardness, and his courage have won 
the admiration of his countrymen in 
cther States remote from New York. 
His acts and his words are in the minds 
of the people, they watch with deep in- 
terest the progress of his campaign, and 
Democrats and Republicans alike ex- 
press in all sincerity the hope that he 
will be elected. . 

More than for any other one thing, 
probably, the people like him for his 
Cefiance of the bosses. The cool con- 
tempt with which he has treated the 
feeble folk who manage the machine of 
his own party in this State, his unfeel- 
ing disregard of them, of their plans 
and their machinations, and the way in 
which by sheer force of character and 
the people's loyalty he compelled them 
to lay down their arms and become 
nominally, at least, his supporters, ha 
won him the confidence and the ap- 
plause of millions of his countrymen 
who never saw him, and know him only 
by his public record.

WHY TAXES SHOULD BE RAISED. 

At last the taxpayers know their 
fate. They have to pay $156,128,021.65 
next year, unless of course some means 
is found of making the sum larger. It 
would be interesting to know whether 
there are two taxpayers who think this 
sum is not large enough, even for New 
York.

HECKLING BANK DIRECTORS. 


Controller of the Currency /MuURRAY 
has instructed National Bank Exam- 
‘iners hereafter, when making examina- 
| tions, to convene the Directors and ask 
them twenty-nine questions upon the 
Controller’s authority. Most of the 
| questions are reasonable enough. Some 
' are insinuating if not insulting, as for 
lexample number five, “How many 
know nothing at all about the condition 
of the bank?” Many denote either-In- 
adequate appreciation of the conditions 
of banking, or else a desire to establish 
impracticable standards of Director'tal 
duties. Among this class may be cited 
number ten, “Can the Directors certify 
to the genuineness of the signatures 
| of the notes discounted by the bank?” 
It is possible to take the indulgent 
view that the Controller’s questions are 
appropriate for districts which have no 
| banking standards. There are towns 
| where a man might be chosen Director 
without knowing his duties, or pos- 
| sessing easy means of informing hiin- 
| self. But no statute nor any adminis- 
tration can enforce impracticable regu- 
lations upon large central institutions. 
| Their standards are above any possible

A certain difficulty may be pleaded {n 
the Controller’s behalf. There are not 
two sets of statutes, and he cannot 
have two sets of questions for the city 
and the country. There certainly are 
cases which may easily enough have 


suggested leading\ questions under the | 


law, in both city and country banks. 
Theoretically at least the questions 
must be put to all or to none. Practi- 
cally the result will probably be that 
the questions which seem so annoying 
will prove to be so only in cases where 
the annoyance is wholesome. Already 
in hundreds of cases it is altogether 
likely that the statutes have been 
searched to see how far the Controller 
is inside or beyond his rights. No 
harm can come from this. And it is 
not likely that bodily harm will -esult 
to bank examiners who may convene 
certain Directorates and ask them the 
formula. It is altogether likely, in par- 
liamentary fashion, “to be taken as 
asked and answered,” without an in- 
telligible word befng spoken. The incl- 
dent illustrates, however, the nafveté 
of the idea that law alone will ever 
make a good banker. ‘

Their 
management of traffic at congested 
points is admtrable. The mounted men 
and the bicycle police do much for the 
public comfort and safety. The whole 
| force has learned much in the way of 
the efficient management of big crowds. 

Yet, with the growth of the city, and 
the development of the police, there 
has been little or no corresponding 
improvement in the prevention of 
crime and the detection of criminals. 
In the latter respect there is more to 
|}complain of than in the old, corrupt 
days, when the town was smaller. 
| Since the drivers of the taxicabs struck 
'there have been many crimes of vio- 
| lence committed by either the strikers 
or their sympathizers. A few nights 
ago a non-union cab driver was mur- 
;derously assaulted in a neighborhood 
| believed to be well-policed. Wednes- 
|day night the occupant of a taxicab 
was severely injured by a bottle of 
'earbolic acid thrown from the street. 
These are but two of the crimes the 
| perpetrators of which are still at large. 

Commissioner BINGHAM, it is true, 
‘has had the reserves on active duty, 
and has seemed to be alive to the 
| dangers of the situation. But the vio-

THE LONELY CLUB. 


The letters from readers of THE 
Times who are friendless and alone in 
the great city suggesting a club for the 
lonely ones have been interesting and 
pathetic. The life of a friendless stran- 
ger in a busy town is not enviable, es- 


soon buys acquaintances of some kind, 
and provides the means of relaxation. 
But the occupant of one small bedroom 
in a lodging house, who has no friends; 
or relations in town, and little monay 
to spend for musical or theatrical an- 
tertainment, its more pitiable in his 
lonesomeness than the denizen of the 
wilds, for he hag the continual irrita- 
tion of the contiguity of other people’s 
social enjoyments. Our lonesome gorre- 
spondents have our deepest sympathy. 

Yet the fact that a man or woman its 
still lonely and friendless, after a few 
months in the city, indicates an inca- 
pacity to make friends, and suggests 
the chief defect in the plan of the pro- 
posed club. For common lonesomeness 
{s not a good basis for the formation of 
a club. The only successful clubs are 
formed of clubable persons. The men 
and women who lack the gift of at- 
tracting, other persons of similar tastes 
and ideals would still be lonesome in 
their club, and thé club would not last. 
A lonely club, founded en that basis, is 
an impossibility, though there are clubs, 
fitfully tn’ existence, in which a mem- 
ber may enjoy all the ppneliness the 
most misanthropic can desire. 

Our lonely friends must learn that 
their seemingly isolated .conditian is 
due to themselves. They lack the qual- 
ities of adaptiveness and amiability. 
To get friends they must first make ac- 
quaintances and select for friendship 
those whose traits most appeal to them. 
There is, after all, large provisionaade 
in this city for the entertainment of 
strangers. Free lectures, reading 
rooms, and classes for study of the arts 
and languages abound, “put to make 
friends fm such assemblages the new-

There is warm color in the moon- 
lit ground, the modeling of the hills is 
subtle and‘firm, thé tree foliage is massed 
simply ‘but with understanding of its 
characteristic form, and from the win- 
dows of the low houses at the foot of the 
hill little lights prick the darkness with 
a delicate gradation of intensity that 
shows close and just observation. 

The picture needs, however, to be beau- 
tiful that holds its own by the side of the 
neighboring *‘Summer Evening,” by Ed- 
| ward Dufner, a composition also of moon- 
| light and a tranquil landscape, but paint- 
j}ed at much earlier hour.

Woodbury’s Biarines, one a fine compo- 
sition of waves licking up ona deep blue 
rock, the other a sharp ridge of water 
crowned with foam, represent him at his 
best; Herman Dudley Murphy's clever

“Mr. Ferguson, under cross-examination 
gy Frank B. Kellogg, the Government's 
awyer, said that while independents were 
ing charged the second and third class

yther New England points, the Standard 
‘ceived a lower rate. This was before 
he Inter-State Commerce Commission 
vegan its duties. 

Mr. Kellogg showed the witness a let- 
‘er written by the general freight agent 
of the Vermont Central to the local agent 
ut Burlington, which said: 

“In the future these shipments will be 
tovered by a special rate advice.” 

The shipments, said Mr. Kellogg, re- 
ferred to Standard Oil consignments of 
oll. There was another letter under date 
3f 1903 which referred to a ‘special 
cate’”’ order. This, too, was to the Bur- 
dngton freight agent, William K. Green, 
and seid: “You will waybill as fol- 
‘Ows on S. O. shipments to towns (giving, 
the names of several towns) for $10 to 
45 a car.”

The witness had sole ooarge of the 
Chattanooga office of the Du Pont Com- 
pany in the Spring of 1893. In 1904 he 
was in Cincinnati with his brother, R. 8. 
Waddell, in the omer of the Du Ponts. 
While in Tennessee Mr. Waddell said that 
some of his agents gave part of their 
commissions to customers to get more 
trade. A committee from several of the 

owder companies in the trade agreemsnt 
earned of this and got the agents to dis- 
continue the practice. Mr, addell was 
one of the signers to an agreement to 
that effect. 

The witness said he received orders di- 
rect from Wilmington, Del., to quote such 
prices as he chose. Eugene Du Pont, who 
died in 1901, gave him that privilege, he 
said. He denied that the Chattanooga 
company, an independent, began to cut 
prices and to flourish in 1895 in the terri- 
tory covered by the Du Ponts. 

A letter was produced in evidence from 
Mr. Waddell to the Du Pont Company 
stating that the Chattanooga and the 
Phoenix Powder Companies were selling 
power at $1.45 and $1.50 a keg, while the 

u Pont price was $1.63. 

Mr. Waddell told of the division of the 
United States into districts, and said that 
it was part of a reorganization of the 
sales department of the Du Pont Com- 
pany for the purpose of beooing track of 
their agents and of all the trade, so that 
they would know what percentage they 
had of the entire powder industry. 

There was a sales board, which dic- 
tated all prices charged by the trust. 

The hearing was adjourned late in the 
afternoon, to be resumed next Wednesday 
at Wilmington, Del. 


WALL ST. SCENTS A MELON. 


Discusses Effect Upon Tennessee Cop- 
per of Its New Acid Plant. 


The incorporation in New Jersey yes- 
terday of the Tennessee Chemical and 
Sulphuric Acid Company, with $10,000,000 


capital stock and $2,000,000 bonds, inter- 
ested Wall Street because of widely dis- 
seminated tips of a coming melon in Ten- 
nessee Copper, based on its recently com- 
pleted plant for the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid. 

The Tennessee Company’s plant is lo- 
cated so close to the borders of Alabama 
and Georgia that the fumes from its re- 
fineries have brought it into the Federal 
courts. The sulphuric acid plant was 
erected at a cost of about $1,000,000, to 
put to commercial use the sulphuric 
fumes which are at the bottom of the 
suits which threaten to bankrupt the 
company. Since the sulphuric acid plant 
has been completed the Street has been 
deluged with tips of a pool organized by 
the controlling interest, which, it was 
said, intended to put the stock away up 
on the strength of the success of the acid 
plant. The tip was widely circulated last 
week that the stock would go to 60. It 
closed yesterday at 46%. 

One of the bases of the promised rise 
was the rumor of a melon to come to the 
stockholders in the shape of some sort of 
distributicn of the capital of the acid 
plant. 

Last week it was hinted in the course 
of the pool's campaign in the stock that 
the company would distribute 50 per cent. 
in a stock dividend. Yesterday the forma- 
tion of the Jersey company gave rise to 
the belief that the melon-cutting was one 
step nearer. 

Trexsurer J. H,. Susmann said yesterday 
that the question of a stock dividend or 
of a sale of the acid plant to the newly 
incorporated company had not even been 
considered by the officers. 

It has been proposed that the new con- 
cern will handle the acid output of the 
plant which has been paid for by the old 
company. A distribution of the new com- 
pany’s stock to the holders of Tennessee 
shares would, it was pointed out In the 
Street yesterday, amount to nothing more 
than taking money from one hand to pay 
the other. 

The Tennessee Copper Company, Sec- 
retary Susmann said yesterday, has taken 
no action in the matter. 


SAYS WILL WAS FORGED. 


Woman Writes Surrogate That Zehden 
Testament Was Illegal. 


Surrogate Noble of Queens has received 
a letter over the signature ‘“‘Mrs. M. 
Walters, Elizabeth, N. J.,’”’ charging that 
the will of the late Max Zehden, proprie- 
tor of an outing grove at Coilege Point, 
which has not yet been probated, is a for- 
gery. By the will Zehden’s property was 
left to his widow. 

The letter says that its writer feels that 
she is nearing her end and cannot face 
the possibility of death without clearing 
her conscience. She says that a real will 


made .by Zehden, and which the letter 
writer says was destroyed, gave two- 
thirds of his property to three sisters, 
who have received nothing. It is a mat- 
ter of record that the will was not pro- 
duced until a year after Zehden's death, 
in 1905, and that in the meantime Mrs, 
Henrietta Lehman of 83 West 140th Street, 
Manhattan, had received letters of admin- 
istration. It is said, however, that the 
will was valid and that prior to his death 
Zehden had made over much of his prop- 
erty to his wife. 

Although the receipt of the strange let- 
ter occasioned some interest and excite- 
ment, no credence is placed in the accu- 
sations it contains for the reason that no 
Mrs. Walters can be found in Elizabeth 
who knows anything about the letter.

HOPES TAFT WILL WIN 


Believes That Bryan’s Election 
Would Be a Great 
Tragedy. 


PRAISE FOR GOV. HUGHES 


Stands for All That Is Good In Civic 
Life — Carnegie’s Vacation 
Costs Him His Vote. 


Returning to America from his estates 
in Scotland on the eve of election Andrew 
Carnegie had something to say on his ar- 
rival, yesterday regarding politics both as 
to the campaign in the State and Nation. 
He got in early yesterday morning with 
his wife and daughter on the steamer 
Adriatic of the White Star Line. Mr. Car- 
negie sald that he had spent a delightful 
Summer in Scotland playing golf. He 
stayed at Skibo Castle so long that he 
lost his vote. 

“The result of the recent depression,” 
he said, “has been seen all over the 
world. It was due here any time fn the 
last three years, but it did not arrive until 
last year. Now the United States is at 
the dawn of a great prosperity. Great, 
therefore, would be the tragedy if Mr. 
Bryan should win. I cannot believe that 
the American people will accept such a 
candidate. 

“Mr. Bryan would, if successful, have 
the appointing of Justices to the Supreme 
Court, This would mean that for twenty 
years at least to come the Supreme Court 
would be marked by his appointments. 
Should the Justices be appointed by a 
man who has steered every course only 
to turn when a fair wind did not fill his 
sails? It seems to me that the people 
should ask whether such a man as Bryan 
—a demagogue—should be in a position to 
appoint our Judges.” 

Of the political situation in this State 
Mr. Carnegie said that while he was 
rather out of touch with the situation, he 
was glad to learn that it now seemed like- 
ly Mr. Hughes would be elected. He said: 

“Mr. Hughes stands for very many 
things that will redound to the wellbeing 
of the large territory over which he is 
the Executive. He stands for all that ts 
desirable in political life, and it would be 
a disgrace to the people of this State if 
he failed of election. I am personally ac- 
quainted with Gov. Hughes, and I know 
he stands for all that is good in civic life. 
A man like him cannot be kept down.” 

Speaking of affairs on the other side 
of the Atlantic Mr. Carnegie said that he 
had received mych praise for extending 
his hero fund so that Europe derived ben- 
efit from it. Of conditions in England 
he said: 

“In England the problem of the un- 
employed Has never been so serious as it 
is at present. This is due in a great 
measure to the financia! depression which 
this country has experienced. You ask 
me what is the remedy? There is no 
panacea, The situation, however, can be 
| mitigated by Parliament putting through 
legislation for the aiding of the unem- 
ployed in some such way as the making 
of municipal improvements.” 


JAMES SPEYER OPTIMISTIC. 


Banker Arrives on the Adriatic— 
Ship’s Cabins Crowded. 


Returning Americans were in the ma- 
jority in the cabin of the White Star liner 
‘Adriatic, which got in yesterday from 
Southampton. Among them were Mr. and 
Mrs. James Speyer of this city. Mr. 
Speyer declared that he had devoted his 
time to pleasure, while across the At- 
lantic, and for that reason was not in 
close touch with banking and other finan- 
celal affairs. 

**On the whole,” he said, ‘‘I think that 
conditions look good for a return very 
soon to the conditions that prevailed be- 
fore the recent financial troubles. It 
must be admitted that the financial insti- 
tutions of the country bore up very well 
under trying conditions. 

“Good financial conditions much be re- 
stored here before we can expect that the 
banking men of Europe will have in us 
the same confidence that they had before 
the period of depression.”’

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DR. GILLETTE IN HOSPITAL. 


Ex-Vice President of Mutual Life III 
with Cancer. 


Dr. Walter R. Gillette, ex-Vice Presi- 
dent of the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, and for more than forty years 
prominent as a physician in this city, was 
removed from his hame, 24 West For- 
tieth Street, to Roosevelt Hospital on 
Wednesday evening, suffering from can- 
cer of the intestines. In view of his ad- 
vanced age and the serious nature of his 
ailment it is believed that he cannot 
recover. 

Dr. Gillette was taken to the institu- 
tion by his son, Dr. Curtenius Gillette of 
4 East Forty-first Street. He is under 
the care of Dr. Joseph A. Blake of 601 
Madison Avenue, the well-known sur- 
geon, and is attended by special night and 
by! hurses. ~ 

n Aug. 11, 1906, Dr. Gillette was in- 
dicted for perjury in connection with the 
insurance “ yellow dog” fund. The r- 
ury charge was based on his denial of 

ving any knowledge of the “ yellow 
dog" fund, which had been deposited in 
the Dobbs Fe Bank, subject to the 
order of Andrew Field, legislative agent of 
the Mutual Life and the New York 
Life Insurancg Mompany, and _ the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. La- 
ter, when shown the confession of 
Fields and the books of the bank, it 
was asserted that Dr. Gillette admitted 
er he had made false statements under 
oath. 

The physician’s trial began on Oct. 17, 
1907; before Justice Dowling in the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court. He 
was convicted on Oct. 24, 1907. Ex-Assist- 


Prosecutor, in summing up, said: 

“No one is more sorry for Dr. Gillette 
than I am, but his reputdtion and blame- 
less life should have no influence here.” 

On Oct. 28, 1907, Dr. Gillette was sen- 
tenced to six months in the penitentiary. 
Prior to his sentence his family physician, 
Dr. Alexander Lambert of 36 East: Thirty- 
first Street, testified that the defendant 
was suffering from heart trouble, owing 
to the strain sud worry of the two pre- 
vious years. He said that in his opinion 
if Dr, Gillette were sent to prison even 
for a day it would mean practically a 
sentence of death to his patient. 

Dr. Gillette was admitted to bail in 
$15,000 on Oct, 81, 1907, under a certificate 
of reasonable doubt obtained by his coun- 
sel, ex-Judge Edward W. Hatch. On June 
5 last the Appellate Division of the Su- 
prem Court, through Justice McLaugh- 
in, handed down a decision setting ‘free 
Dr. Gillette. The decision not only re- 
versed the conviction, but dismissed the 
indictment, on the™ground that his con- 
stitutional rights were invaded when he 
was called under subpoena as a witness 
before a Grand Jury which was investi- 
gating matters that concerned his official 
conduct and made to testify under oath. 
The court found that Dr. Gillette was not 
spegiticaly informed as to the nature of 
the Grand Jury investigation. 

Dr. Gillette, who was born in Philadel- 
phia, was graduated from Madison Uni- 
versity, Hamilton, N. Y., in 1861, and from 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
this city in 1863. He served twa years in 
the United States Army at the front in the 
civil war as Acting Assistant Surgeon. 
For thirteen years thereafter he was sur- 
geon of the New York Post Office De- 
partment and for fifteen years adjunct 

srofessor in the University Medical Col- 

ezge in this city. 

During many years of his practice in 
this city Dr. Gillette has been a member 
of the Academy of Medicine, consulting 
physician to Bellevue, St. Francis, and 
the Manhattan State Hospital.

FLINT, Mich., Oct. 29.—Mrs. Florence 
W. Rudolphy, daughter of J. H. Whiting, 
a@ prominent business man of this city, 
to-day filed suit here for divorce from 
her husband, William F. Rudolphy of New 
York, a member of a wealthy family in 
that city.

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GOMPERS ANXIOUS 
10 BE PUT IN JAIL’ 


Waives Introducing Testimony to 
Get Quick Decision in Bucks 
Contempt Case. 


WOULD POSE AS A MARTYR 


Declared That Labor President Real- 
izes That His Fight Against Taft Is 
Failing—Leaders Oppose Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Samuel Gom- 


pers, President of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, is doing all he can to hurry 
up the contempt case against him so as 


to have a decision before election day. 
The case grows out of the suit of the 
Bucks Stove and Range Company of St. 
| Louis for an injunction restraining Gom- 
pers from printing the name of the con- 
!cern in the ‘‘ We don’t patronize” list of 
the Federationist, the official organ of 
the Federation of Labor. 

The injunction was issued last Winter, 
and Gompers has nominally obeyed it, 
but only nominally, having made all sorts 
of references to it, and to the fact that 
| organized labor, as represented by him, 
'is against the Bucks company. The ex- 
amination which has been proceeding for 
some time to determine whether or not 
Gompers has violated the injunction and 
is therefore in contempt of court, came 
to its end to-day. 

When the taking of testimony on behalf 
of the prosecution was ended the defense 
waived its privilege of introducing testl- 
mony and asked for an immediate deci- 
sion. The examiner is expected to make 
his report to the court to-morrow and 
Gompers and his attorneys are anxious 


to have the decision rendered at once. 
Gompers, it is declared here, realizes that 


his great fight against Taft and for Bryan 
is failing. He sees that he has lost 
ground with organized labor and has hurt 
his influence by attempting to take the 
American Federation of Labor officially 
into politics in violation of its constitu- 


tion and by-laws. 

A few weeks ago there were indications 
that he might be able to make a go of 
it, but since then the more conservative 
labor leaders of the country have been 
coming out ©ne by one against his move- 
ment, and either declaring for Taft dil- 
rectly or expressing themselves as against 
the participation by the Federation of 
Labor in any political movement. It was 
only about ten days ago that John 


Mitchell, ex-President of the United Mine 
Workers of America and Vice President 
of the Federation of Labor, wrote a 
formal letter to The Mine Workers’ 
Journal, the official organ of his union, 
declaring against participation in polities 
and advising the miners to decide each for 
himself how they should vote. 

It is said by Republicans here that the 
trend against Gompers in the last few 
weeks has been so obvious that he has 
seen that he must do something radical 
to stop it, and save himself from disas- 
trous defeat. If he could get himself put 
into jail for violation of the Bucks in- 
— it might have the desired effect. 
fe would then appeal to organized labor 
all over the country as a martyr to its 
cause—as represented by him—and that 
might have the effect of rallying the lag- 
ging union men back around the standard 
whe they have been quitting so numer- 
ously.
